Mtterial Para 104 may be allowed on the recommendations of the Deptt. of Agri¬ 

culture & Cooperation subject to the provisions of the Plant, Fruits 
and Seeds (Regulation of Import into India) Order, 1984, Imports 
shall be allowed subject to-compliance with the prescribed quaran¬ 
tine regulations. Imports should be made only at Bombay, Calcutta, 
Madras. Del hi and Amritsar. 

(b) The Import of seeds of coarse cercals/pulses and oilseeds fcrfcwirg 
may be allowed for a period not exceeding two years to cempanies 
which have technical/finaneia) collaboraticn rgrumirls ft r pro¬ 
duction of seed with companies abroad provided the fcreiin 
supplier agrees to supply parent line seeds to the Indian cdnpany 
within a period of two years from the date of import of the first 
consignment after its import Iras been cleared by Department of 
ASlricuIturc & Cooperation. The import licence wi 11 be grcnti i'. by 
the CCI&E for import on the rcconunendalion of the Dcparimciu 
of Agriculture and Cooperation.
